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FOREWORD 


It  is  possible  that  some  of  the  ancestors  mentioned  in  this 
hook  would  not  have  approved  of  the  pride  of  the  family 
which  it  indicates;  to  some  of  them  all  pride  was  sinful. 

And  even  in  the  present  day  there  is  sufficient  criticism 
of  the  stresses  produced  by  many  families  to  make  some  per¬ 
sons  insist  on  strong  individual  emphasis  rather  than  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  individual  in  terras  of  his  hereditary 
background. 

In  these  rapidly  changing  times,  however,  a  sense  of  con¬ 
tinuity  is  somehow  reassuring.  If  for  no  other  reason  than 
this,  it  may  be  helpful  for  us  to  know  that  in  our  back¬ 
grounds  were  people  who  laughed  and  wept,  who  berated  the 
weather,  taxes,  and  death,  who  must  often  have  wondered 
"what  the  younger  generation  was  coming  to,  but  who  sur¬ 
vived  wars  and  other  disasters  to  maintain  this  continuity. 

It  is  not  likely  that  this  book  will  have  wide  interest  or 
distribution.  The  family  has  never  been  notorious  and  has 
seldom  been  exceptionally  prominent.  The  subject  has  been 
sufficiently  interesting  to  merit  literary  exposition  by  one 
of  the  great  authors  of  our  time,  though  James  Branch  Cabell's 
"Branchiana"  does  touch  on  the  subject  in  a  rather  more 
literary  way,  but  it  will  have  value  to  us  and  perhaps  to 
our  children  and  to  their  children. 

The  author  deserves  our  thanks  for  the  tremendous  amount 
of  research  which  has  gone  into  this  modest  volume.  It 
has,  in  every  sense,  been  a  labor  of  love  and  these  pages 
reflect  real  scholarship. 

All  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  production  of  this 
volume  eminently  deserve  the  gratitude  of  all  of  us  who 
belong  to  the  family  whose  history  they  have  so  carefully 
compiled.

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THE  BRANCH  FAMILY 


The  family  of  BRANCH  lived  in  Abingdon,  England.  In  March 
1619/20  the  ship  ,:London  Merchant”  sailed  from  England  for 
the  Colony  of  Virginia,  carrying  aboard,  among  others, 
CHRISTOPHER  and  MARY  ADD  IE  BRANCH.  The  family  seems  to 
have  lived  in  what  is  now  known  as  Chesterfield  County, 
Virginia,  until  the  time  of  MATTHEW  BRANCH  who  "lived,  died, 
and  was  buried  at  'Tower  Hill'  on  Hatchers  Creek  within  15 
miles  of  Buckingham  Court  House,  Buckingham  County,  Virginia." 

His  son,  DAVID  MANN  BRANCH  (I809-I869),  moved  to  Richmond, 
Virginia,  and  built  in  1839  the  house  at  No.  1  East  Main 
Street  (corner  of  Fouchee  Street)  which  was  afterwards 
occupied  by  Ellen  Glasgow  the  novelist.  In  1857  he  and 
his  family  removed  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

David  M.  Branch's  daughter,  JULIA  NORMAN  (1840-1930)  and 
her  descendants  have  lived  in  or  near  Washington,  D.  C., 
and  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia.  His  son,  HENRY  (1842- 
1933)  and  most  of  his  descendants  have  lived  in  or  near 
Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  and  Ellicott  City,  Howard  County, 
Maryland.  His  son,  CHARLES  (1842-1915)  and  his  descendants 
lived  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 
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THE  BRANCH  FAMILY  IN  ENGLAND 


RICHARD  BRANCH  of  Abingdon,  Berks,  England  (a  village  ten  miles  due 
south  of  Oxford),  lived  from  before  1500  to  1544.  He  was  a  man  of 
wealth  and  prominence,  active  in  public  affairs,  a  lias ter  of  the 
Fraternity  of  the  Holy  Cross  for  44  consecutive  years.  He  married 
ELIZABETH  BEAUFOKEST  of  County  Cornwall,  daughter  of  Thomas  Beau- 
forest,  Jr.,  and  liar gar et  Bassett  Beauforest.  Richard  Branch- was 
burled  in  St.  Helen’s  Church,  Abingdon,  September  l6,  1544,  on  the 
north  or  Jesus  aisle.  His  wife  survived  him  twelve  years  and  was 
buried  in  St.  Helen’s  Church.  They  had  children:

His  dates  are  not  known,  but  an  approximation 
of  bora  1776;  died  1828,  may  be  ventured.  All  the 
children  were  born  at  'Tower  Hill'."  He  married, 
first,  MARTHA  COX,  and  had  one  child.  He  married, 
second,  REBECCA  BELL  (born  January  18,  1777  at  "Cold 
Comfort;"  died  December  31*  1858  in  Buckingham  County, 
Virginia),  daughter  of  Henry  and  Rebecca  Harrison  Bell, 
(see  page  107) •  They  had  nine  children  (see  page  16  ) . 

The  marriage  of  Matthew  Branch  to  Martha  Cox  is  mentioned  in  Wyndholm 
Robertson's  book,  "Pocahontas:  alias  Matoaka,  and  her  descendants  ... 
I887."  The  identity  of  the  family  of  Matthew  Branch's  second  marriage 
to  Rebecca  Bell  is  documented  by  the  two  letters  which  follow.  Usual 
sources  are  lacking  due  to  the  total  loss  of  the  Buckingham  County 
Court  records  in  a  fire  February  2 6,  1869,  and  to  the  fact  that  the 
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family  Bible  records  were  torn  from  the  family  Bible  at  the  time 
of  the  War  Between  the  States  by  "Aunt  Emily"  (Mrs.  Carter  Bradley). 
I  quote  in  full  the  following  letters  written  to  Charles  Branch  of 
St.  Louis,  Missouri  (son  of  David  Mann  and  Sarah  Ellen  Branch):

Mrs*  Fuqua  was  my  sister  Elizabeth  Wilson's 
daughter*  She  was  a  distant  relation  to  Colonel 
Randolph  Harrison  of  Ampthill,  Cumberland  County, 
but  no  kin  to  Mr*  Scruggs,  who  was  related  to  the 
Homquarter  Harrisons.  He  is  a  relation  of  yours. 
His  mother  was  a  niece  of  your  grandmother  Bell  of 
Cold  Comfort,  who  was  raised  at  Hornquarter,  and 
married  Henry  Bell  of  Cold  Comfort 
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The  Hornquarter  Harrisons  were  no  relations  of  the 
Harrison  family  of  Berkeley  Charles  City  County. 

As  to  Thomas  Branch,  where  he  came  from,  and  his  kin 
people,  I  know  not.  I  gave  you  directions  in  a 
former  letter  how  you  could  find  out  something 
about  Thomas  Branch  from  Mrs.  William  M,  Cabell, 
daughter  of  Rolfe  Eldridge,  also  his  son  John 
Bldridge  who  lives  near  Buckingham  Court  House. 

Horns quarter  is  a  tract  lying  on  Willis’s  River, 
a  part  on  the  eastern  side,  through  which  runs  a 
small  stream  called  Horns quarter  Branch. 

The  balance  of  the  land  lies  on  the  western  side 
of  the  river,  where  the  old  homestead  now  stands. 

How  the  name  originated  I  know  not,  but  suppose  it 
was  a  quarter  plantation  of  some  former  owner. 

Your  grandmother’s  estate  was  sold  for  a  security 
debt  of  your  father's,  to  satisfy  a  debt  in  New 
York,  and  also  one  for  your  Uncle  Henry  who  failed 
as  a  merchant  in  Cairo. 

This  happened  before  I  took  matters  in  hand. 

After  that  Joseph  Winston,  who  married  Virginia 
Pankey  brought  suit  against  your  grandmother,  who 
was  security  for  Mrs.  Pankey  administrate  of 
her  husband’s  estate. 

I  advised  the  old  lady  to  sell  everything  she  had 
and  pocket  the  money,  which  she  did. 

She  went  to  Richmond  shortly  after  that,  stayed 
some  time,  and  on  her  return  gave  me  one  hundred 
dollars  which  she  directed  me  not  to  touch  for  any 
thing,  and  at  her  death  to  send  the  sum  with 
her  leather  trunk,  a  black  silk  dress  and  some  other 
valuable  things  to  her  daughter  Mrs.  Perdue.

She  died  December  31,  1858. 

Mrs.  Bradley  arrived  that  evening:  wrote  me  the 
next  morning,  that  her  mother  had  directed  her  to  call 
on  me  for  half  of  her  money,  which  I  refused,  knowing 
it  to  be  false,  for  the  old  lady  was  speechless  when 
she  came.

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"The  date  of  this  deed  23  February  175^  represents  the 
time  when  Benjamin  Harrison  left  Richmond  County  for  Cumber¬ 
land  County  where  he  was  known  as  Colonel  Benjamin  Harrison 
of  ‘Horn  Quarter. * 

,!In  the  year  175^,  at  the  March  Court  for  Cumberland 
County,  Benjamin  Harrison  received  a  deed  from  John  Elliott, 
which  was  acknowledged  in  open  court.  In  this"  deed  it  was 
stated  that  the  grantor  Elliott  was  from  Cumberland  County, 
and  that  the  said  Benjamin  Harrison  was  of  Cumberland  County, 
but  lately  removed  from  Richmond  County.  He  was  a  prominent 
man  in  Cumberland,  and  his  will,  dated  14  January  1761,  was 
proved  February  23,  1761.  In  this  will  he  loaned  all  his 
real  estate  to  his  wife  (whose  name  he  did  not  give)  and  at 
her  death  to  his  children  as  follows:

The  article  in  the  January  1925  issue  of  Tyler’s  Quarterly 
goes  on  to  say  that  Elizabeth  Harrison,  wife  of  Benjamin, 
on  23  January  1797  sold  300  acres  in  Cumberland  County. 

"In  this  deed  the  grantor  acknowledged  that  it  was  some  land 
which  he  had  inherited  from  his  father,  Benjamin  Harrison. 
Later  records  in  Cumberland  show  that  Benjamin  Harrison,  Jr. 
was  again  married  to  Sarah  who  was  widow  of  the  late  John 
Langhorne.  It  is  stated  that  Benjamin  Harrison  and  Sarah, 
his  wife,  were  about  to  remove  to  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

Note.  She  was  Sarah  Bell,  daughter  of  David  Bell  and  Judith 
Cary,  sister  of  Colonel  Archibald  Cary  of  Ampthill.  Members 
of  this  Harrison  family  appear  to  have  emigrated  to  Augusta 
County.  Jeremiah  Harrison  was  living  there  in  17^5* " 

The  correction  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lewis  Otey  in  the  April  1926 
Tyler's  Quarterly  has  this  to  say:  "The  Benjamin  Harrison 
who  died  in  1761  married  Priscilla,  probably  Cary,  daughter 
of  Henry  Cary."  (See  page  118. )  "The  records  of  Cumberland 
County  state  that  on  October  5th,  1776  Priscilla  Harrison  of 
Cumberland  gave  Benjamin  her  son  100  acres  of  woodland  for 
love  and  affection  on  Hills'  River  being  part  of  600  acres 
devised  her  by  her  late  husband,  Benjamin,  deceased.  At  the 
same  time  she  gave  her  other  son,  Cary  Harrison,  100  acres  of 
woodland.

THE  SOCIETY  OF  FRIENDS  IN  VIRGINIA 


The  Harris  and  allied  families  have  been  closely  connected  with  Vir¬ 
ginia  Yearly  Meeting  (now  Virginia  Quarterly  Meeting)  since  its  early 
days,  and  some  of  their  descendants  are  members  of  Baltimore  Yearly 
Meeting  (as  represented  in  Baltimore  Quarterly  Meeting)  — -  the  two  bodies 
of  the  Society  of  Friends  with  the  most  extensive  reach  into  the  Colony 
and  Commonwealth  of  Virginia..  It  is  therefore  well  to  outline  briefly 
the  rise  of  Virginia  Friends  as  it  concerns  these  families  and  to  in¬ 
dicate  the  connection  of  the  Harris,  Cheadle,  Bllyson,  Crew,  Woodson, 
Fleming,  Hoge,  and  Branch  families  concerned  with  the  Society  of  Friends. 

The  first  surviving  record  of  a  session  of  Virginia  Yearly  Meeting 
is  dated  Seventh  Month  1702.  The  representatives  to  this  session  in¬ 
cluded  Isaac  Ricks,  John  Bates,  John  Woodson,  Joseph  Pleasants,  Robert 
Jordan,  John  Jordan,  Charles  Fleming,  Gerrard  Robert  Ellyson,  James 
Bates,  James  Jordan,  Matthew  Jordan,  John  Pleasants,  and  Samuel  Jordan. 
Perhaps  the  most  influential  family  among  the  early  converts  to  Quaker¬ 
ism  in  the  seventeenth  century  was  that  of  Bates.  For  two  and  a  half 
centuries  they  were  to  prove  sturdy  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
and  to  furnish  many  members  from  their  family  roster.  Thomas  Story, 
in  his  account  of  his  visits  to  Virginia  in  1698  and  1705*  tells  of 
holding  meetings  in  the  home  of  John  Bates  of  Scinimo,  York  County, 
Virginia,  and  tells  of  the  conversion  of  James  Bates  and  his  wife. 

The  Monthly  Meetings  with  which  the  ancestors  of  Sarah  Ellen  Harris 
(wife  of  David  Mann  Branch)  were  connected  were  the  ones  called  Hen¬ 
rico  (also  called  Curies,  White  Oak  Swamp,  and  Weyanoke),  which  existed 
from  before  1699  until  l8U0,  and  Cedar  Creek  (also  called  Caroline  and 
Circular),  which  was  established  in  1739  from  Henrico  Monthly  Meeting 
and  continues  to  this  day  as  the  successor  of  both  under  the  name  of 
Richmond  Monthly  Meeting,  Richmond,  Virginia  (under  Virginia  Quarterly 
Meeting,  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting). 

The  earliest  history  of  Henrico  Monthly  Meeting  is  wrapped  up  in  the 
personal  history  of  John  Pleasants  of  Curies  Neck  Plantation  in  Hen¬ 
rico  County,  Virginia.  By  1706  a  Meeting  was  set  up  at  John  Crew’s 
in  Charles  City  County,  Virginia.  Two  years  later  it  was  removed  to 
William  Ladd's.  After  the  Revolution,  Quakerism  here  took  a  sharp 
decline.  In  December  1799>  John  Ellyson  informed  the  Meeting  that  he 
had  an  intention  of  taking  a  journey  within  a  few  weeks  " toward  the 
western  part  of  this  country,  a  considerable  distance  from  hence  to 
settle.”  Ten  years  later  Robert  Pleasants  writes, "Whilst  I  was  sitting 
in  our  little  Meeting  at  Curies  on  ye  First  Day  the  22nd  of  the  11th 
Month,  with  only  one  other  Friend  present  ... 

Hanover  and  Caroline  Counties,  Virginia,  were  settled  about  1720  by 
pioneers  from  the  lower  counties  along  the  James  River,  especially 
from  lower  Hanover,  New  Kent,  and  Henrico.  A  Meeting  was  established 
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at  Cedar  Creek,  Hanover  County,  Virginia,  in  October  1721.  John  Harris 
and  Thomas  Stanley  sponsored  it  and  remained  its  patron  saints  as  long 
as  they  lived.  The  Monthly  Meeting  met  in  its  opening  session  on 
March  12,  1739,  in  Caroline  County,  Virginia. 

Cedar  Creek  Friends  were  the  first  Dissenters  in  the  Colony,  preceding 
by  some  twenty  years  the  well-known  Presbyterians.  It  was  by  Cedar 
Creek  Friends  that  the  first  organized  movement  in  Virginia  was  made 
towards  the  abolition  of  slavery.  Members  of  this  Meeting  suffered 
more  than  others  on  account  of  their  testimony  concerning  war.  In 
the  Revolution  of  1776  there  were  those  who  did  not  join  the  Associa¬ 
tion  although  many  believed  in  the  things  for  which  it  stood.  Then, 
as  in  1756  and  in  1812,  many  were  excused  from  military  service  upon 
notification  to  the  military  officials  that  they  were  members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.  On  the  other  hand,  some  did  take  up  arms  and  were 
disowned  by  the  Meeting. 

Cedar  Creek  Meeting  reached  its  peak  preceding  the  Revolution.  Beginning 
in  1801  its  families,  in  whole  or  in  part,  joined  the  trek  to  the  North¬ 
west  Territories  and  beyond,  until  the  Monthly  Meeting  was  left  "a  rem¬ 
nant. In  I85O  it  moved  to  Richmond,  Virginia.  Its  lowest  ebb  was 
during  the  War  Between  the  States,  when  with  only  the  greatest  diffi¬ 
culty  was  even  the  "remnant"  saved.  Due  to  the  evangelistic  efforts 
of  Nathaniel  and  John  B.  Crenshaw  the  Meeting  took  on  new  life  and 
continues  to  this  day. 

The  Harris  families  in  direct  line  of  descent  to  Sarah  Ellen  Harris 
(wife  of  David  Mann  Branch)  appear  to  have  been  disowned  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century.  She,  upon  her  marriage  to 
an  Episcopalian,  joined  her  husband  in  becoming  Presbyterian.  Today 
their  descendants  adhere  in  most  numbers  to  that  faith.  Some  married 
into  the  Society  of  Friends  in  the  last  half  of  the  nineteenth  century 
or  early  twentieth  century  and  have  been  associated  as  members  with 
the  Society  of  Friends  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia.  Here  Friends  be¬ 
longed  to  Hopewell  Monthly  Meeting  until  1885,  Baltimore  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing  1885-1887,  and  since  then  to  Lincoln  Monthly  Meeting  (all  xander 
Baltimore  Quarterly  Meeting,  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting.) 

Friends  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  were  never  a  part  of  Virginia 
Yearly  Meeting.  Their  Meetings  were  set  up  under  Philadelphia  Yearly 
Meeting  and  in  1790  were  transferred  to  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting.  They 
stem  from  the  migrations  through  Pennsylvania  into  Maryland  and  north¬ 
ern  Virginia.  Hopewell  Monthly  Meeting,  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia, 
was  set  up  about  1736.  From  Hopewell  was  set  off  Fairfax  Monthly 
Meeting  at  Waterford,  now  Loudoun  County,  Virginia  in  17^  and  Goose 
Creek  Monthly  Meeting  at  Lincoln,  Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  from  Fair¬ 
fax  in  1785.  At  the  time  of  the  Separation  of  1828,  there  were  so 
few  Friends  remaining  in  this  area  that  the  next  year  Fairfax  Quar¬ 
terly  Meeting  (embracing  these  Monthly  Meetings)  was  attached  to 
Baltimore  Quarterly  Meeting  and  the  Friends  in  Loudoun  and  Frederick 
Counties,  Virginia,  were  attached  to  Hopewell  Monthly  Meeting  as  Goose 
Creek  Preparative  and  Hopewell  Preparative  Meetings.  From  1837  through 
1862  Hopewell  Monthly  Meeting  was  held  alternately  at  Hopewell  and 
Goose  Creek. 


' 
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Hannah  Hoge,  daughter  of  Jonas  and  Ruth  Janney,  -was  the  second  wife 
of  James  Hoge  (1785-1828).  She  and  his  children,  Isaac,  Fhebe, 
Elizabeth,  and  Rachel  (first  wife  of  John  B.'  Crenshaw  /see  pages  13 6 
and  15^/  )  were  staunch  members  of  Goose  Creek  Meeting  at  this  time. 
During  the  War  Between  the  States,  the  Hoges  removed  to  Hoods  mils, 
Maryland,  and  Meetings  were  not  held  until,  in  1882,  they  were  resumed. 
In  1885  the  territorial  limits  of  Hopewell  Monthly  Meeting  were  changed 
and  1  riends  residing  east  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  became  members 
of  Baltimore  Monthly  Meeting  (Eutaw  Street).  On  Fourth  Month  28,  1887, 
Lincoln  Monthly  Meeting  was  set  up  as  the  re-establishment  of  the  old 
Goose  Creek  Meeting  at  Lincoln,  Loudoun  County,  Virginia.  The  Branch 
family  was  connected  with  this  Meeting  as  follows: 

Rebecca  Bell  Branch  (daughter  of  David  M.  and  Sarah  E.  Harris 
Branch)  was  associated  with  the  Missionary  Society. 

Julia  Norman  Hoge  (daughter  of  David  M.  and  Sarah  E.  Harris 
Branch)  Joined  her  second  husband,  James  Mahlon  Hoge,  as  a 
member.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Isaac  Hoge  mentioned  above. 
Their  children,  Julia  B.  Hoge  and  L.  Clark  Hoge  were  members. 

Reverend  Henry  Branch  (son  of  David  M.  and  Sarah  E.  Harris 
Branch)  attended  in  the  1920’s  and  until  his  death  in  1933. 

He  frequently  spoke  in  the  Meeting  for  Worship.  His  son, 

B.  Harrison  Branch,  joined  his  wife,  Rachel  N.  Hoge,  as  a 
member.  She  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  Isaac  Craven  Hoge 
(brother  of  James  Mahlon  Hoge,  see  page  137)*  Their  son, 
Benjamin  H.  Branch,  Jr.,  is  an  active  member.  Rachel  H. 

Branch  and  B.  Harrison  Branch  served  Lincoln  Monthly  Meeting 
as  Clerk  for  a  period  of  over  twenty  years. 

Since  1800  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  organization  of  the  Society 
of  Friends  in  Virginia.  North  Carolina  Yearly  Meeting  (Guilford  Col¬ 
lege)  and  North  Carolina  Yearly  Meeting  (Woodlawn)  have  established 
and  are  holding  Meetings  in  Virginia.  Ohio  Yearly  Meeting  (Damascus) 
has  an  entire  Quarterly  Meeting  in  the  Commonwealth.  Virginia  Yearly 
Meeting  was  laid  down  in  1845  and  its  members  were  attached  to  Balti¬ 
more  Yearly  Meeting  as  Virginia  Half-Years  Meeting.  Since  1912  it 
has  been  called  Virginia  Quarterly  Meeting.  In  northern  Virginia,  in 
19p0>  Lincoln  Monthly  Meeting  united  with  Goose  Creek  Monthly  Meeting 
(Hicksite)  to  form  Goose  Creek  United  Monthly  Meeting  under  Baltimore 
Quarterly  Meeting  and  Fairfax  Quarterly  Meeting  (Hicksite)  —  a  joint 
Meeting  under  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting  and  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting 
(Hicksite).  In  August  1951  a  regrouping  of  the  Meetings  in  the  area 
placed  Goose  Creek  United  Monthly  Meeting  in  Potomac  Quarterly  Meeting 
—  a  joint  Quarterly  Meeting  of  both  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting  and 
Jaltimore  Yearly  Meeting  (Hicksite).  Some  members  of  Lincoln  Monthly 
Meeting  did  not  join  in  this  move.  They  followed  the  following  courses 
of  action: 
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1.  They  became  members  of  Baltimore  Monthly  Meeting  (as  they 
were  during  the  period  1885-1887). 

2.  They  dropped  their  membership  with  the  Society  of  Friends. 

3.  They  continued  to  hold  Meetings  for  Worship  as  way  opens, 
looking  forward  to  the  time  when  regular  Meetings  of 
Lincoln  Monthly  Meeting  may  be  resumed. 

Whatever  their  affiliation,  members  of  the  family  who  have  been  Friends 
have  remained  staunchly  Orthodox  in  belief  and  life.  Their  bearing  of 
the  Gospel  Message  lives  on.

From  this  fact  it  was  sometimes  called 
Circular,  This  Monthly  Meeting  at  one  time  covered  the  territory  from 
Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  to  Richmond  and  from  both  banks  of  the  James 
River  to  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  including  Halifax  to  the  North  Caro¬ 
lina  border* 

Cedar  Creek  Meeting  was  established  in  October  1721*  It  was  patronized 
by  John  Harris  and  Thomas  Stanley  who,  until- they  died,  were  the  back¬ 
bone  of  the  Meeting* 

BENJAMIN  HARRIS  of  Hanover  County,  Virginia,  is  first  mentioned  in  the 
records  of  Cedar  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  In  1752*  He  died  about  1762*

Comparison  of  the  data  by  Micajah  H.  Clark  ("Brother  Mike")  pres¬ 
ented  to  Rebecca  Bell  Branch  (daughter  of  David  M.  and  Sarah  E. 
Harris  Branch)  on  January  10,  1909,  and  the  supplementary  data 
presented  to  the  Reverend  Henry  Branch  (son  of  David  M.  and  Sarah 
E.  Harris  Branch)  in  a  letter  dated  May  1,  1909  in  regard  to  the 
Cheadle  Family  and  the  children  of  George  and  Judith  Harris 
Winston  leads  me  to  believe  that  Benjamin  James  Harris  (whose 
Family  Bible  record  says  that  he  is  "son  of  James  and  Mary"  and

who  married  Sarah  Ellyson  in  l803)  was  the  Benjamin  above  who  was 
disowned  from  Cedar  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  in  1801  for  bearing  arms 
and  practicing  military  exercises.

Henrico  Monthly  Meeting  was  in  existence  before  1699.  Its  area  in¬ 
cluded  Curies  Meeting  in  Henrico  County,  Black  Creek  Meeting  in  New 
Kent  County,  meetings  in  Prince  George  County,  Charles  City  County, 
Hanover  County,  Goochland  County,  York  County,  the  City  of  Richmond, 
and  other  counties  of  Virginia.  In  the  seventeenth  century,  the  Black 
Creek  neighborhood  was  a  stronghold  of  the  Established  Church.  In 
Icpi  and  I?l4,  Thomas  Wilson  and  James  Dickinson  visited  the  Black 
Creek  area  unci  laoored  in  uhe  ministry.  Several  were  convinced  and 
the  testimony  of  Tru^h  exalted  over  all. This  conversion  of  many  to 
the  tenets  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  that  region  seems  to  have  been 
the  genesis  of  Black  Creek  Meeting.  The  names  of  Charles  Fleming,  James 
Woody,  Richmond  Terrell,  Sislly  Ellison,  Thomas  Stanley,  Thomas  Harris, 
William  and  John  Johnson,  Robert  Ellison,  Garret  Robert  Elleson,  and 
others  frequently  appear  upon  the  Quaker  records.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  the  spelling  to  be  found  in  the  records  is  varied  for  the  same 
family. 

G/U^ETT  ROBERT  ELLYSON  of  New  Kent  County,  Virginia,  is  first  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  records  of  Friends  in  1700  at  a  Meeting  held  in  New  Kent 
Meetinghouse.  He  died  Fifth  Month  22,  1779.  His  wife,  SARAH,  died 
after  174-9.  He  was  Treasurer  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  from  1720  to 
1736.  The  record  says  ”he  was  a  pillar  of  the  Church  at  Black  Creek 
during  this  period.  1  His  name  appears  on  the  records  sometimes  as 
Garard,  Gerrard,  etc.,  and  often  as  G.  R.  His  son,  Robert,  succeeded 
him  as  Treasurer,  serving  1738-  1747,  being  succeeded  by  his  son-in- 
law,  John  Crew,  Jr*  Robert  was  an  Overseer  at  Black  Creek  1722-1743 
and  1766  and  Elder  from  1759  on.  His  daughter,  Judith,  was  an  Elder 
in  Wayne oak  Preparative  Meeting.  His  son-in-law,  Andrew  Crew,  and 
hj-s  daughter-in-law,  Jane  Ellyson,  were  Elders.  All  of  his  children 
were  married  according  to  the  custom  of  Friends.  Garrett  Robert  and 
Sarah  Ellyson  had  children:

ASA  JARVIS  (son  of  John  and  Sally  Cunningham  Jarvis)  was  born 
May  27,  1802;  died  February  27,  1803. 

Deacon  FRANCIS  JARVIS  (son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Bowman  Jarvis)  was 
born  August  28,  1768;  died  October  1,  1840.  On  October  27,  1793, 
he  married  MILLICENT  HOSMER  (born  July  25,  1768;  died  April  22, 

1826),  daughter  of  Nathan  and  Beulah  Hosmer  Hosmer  (see  page  218).  • 
The  Reverend  George  W.  Hosmer  of  Newton,  Massachusetts,  a  townsman 
and  lifelong  friend  of  the  family,  writes:  "Francis  Jarvis  came 
to  Concord,  a  young  man,  in  1789.  He  married  ...  a  daughter  of 
one  of  the  oldest  families  in  town  ...  This  family  was  among  the 
most  respectable  in  town. 
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Mr.  Jarvis,  for  forty  years,  was  an  active  and  leading  citizen. 

•  originally,  a  baker,  and  began  his  business  life  in  Concord 

in  1790,  at  the  end  of  his  twenty-second  year.  His  home  and  place" 
of  business  were  the  center  of  the  village,  next  to  the  meeting- 
house.  In  his  day,  a  baker's  establishment  was  a  large  and  res- 
pectabie  business,  and  only  the  larger  towns  had  bakeries.  To  dis¬ 
tribute  and  sell  the  bread  in  all  that  vicinity  was  as  laborous 
as  to  make  it.  From  the  beginning  Bfr.  Jarvis  was  successful.  He 
seldom  made  mistakes,  and  whatever  he  touched  seemed  to  prosper  in 
a  quiet,  slow  way,  but  surely. 

Aside  from  his  bakery,  he  had  a  natural  taste  for  gardening  and 
agriculture,  and,  in  1793,  began  the  purchase  of  land.  To  his 
original  purchase,  he  added,  from  time  to  time,  other  fields  until 
his  farm  was  sufficient  for  his  occupation;  and  ultimately  he  gave 
his  exclusive  attention  to  its  cultivation* 

a  yQung  man>  kis  leisure  hours  were  spent  in  useful  and 
thoughtful  reading,  and  he  longed  to  turn  from  the  farm,  the  bread 
and  its  distribution,  to  a  student's  life*  He  would  have  prepared 
for  college,  when  his  name  might  have  been  known  as  that  of  a  pro¬ 
found  lawyer,  but  he  could  not  dispose  of  his  business  ’ and  pro- 
perty  satisfactorily.  He,  consequently,  kept  on  in  the  even  tenor 
oi  his  way,  and  by  wise  economy  and  enterprise,  conducted  a  useful 
business,  acquired  a  competency,  and  for  long  years  was  loved  and 
honored  as  one  of  the  most  intelligent  and  virtuous  citizens*  Pos- 
sessing  an  active  mind,  he  was  well  informed  in  history,  philosophy, 
political  economy,  and  especially  in  works  of  divinity  and  morals. 

He  made  it  a  practice  to  read  his  Bible  through  each  year.. 

"His  was  an  extended  horizon.  His  opinions  had  weight,  his  lude:©- 
ZT  *as  *rus“*y,  and  his  approbation  for  a  young  man  or  woman 
rhlL  the°b  a  fortune.  Calm  and  self-possessed, -he  shrank  from 
cheap  notoriety.  He  never  cared  much  for  office,  but  was  always 
ready  for  duty,  burdens  and  sacrifice.  He  represented  the  town  in 
tne  legislature,  and  for  many  years  was  one  of  an  honored  line  of 
deacons  in  the  Unitarian  Church.  As  the  writer  looks  back  through 
six  3/  years  to  Concord  as  it  was  in  his  boyhood,  the  grave,  saintly 
ace  of  Beacon  Jarvis  in  the  seat  of  honor  in  front  of  the  pulpit 
is  one  of  the  prominent  figures  in  the  old  meeting-house. 

"The  home  of  Deacon  Jarvis  was  a  model.  Mrs.  Jarvis  was  a  gentle, 
loving  woman,  and  her  heart  was  bound  up  in  her  family.  She  was 

greatly  respected  and  beloved,  and  her  children  ’rose  up  and  called 
her  blessed.’"

In  later  years  he  became  a 
farmer,  and  was  a  highly  respected  citizen  of  Concord.  He  married 
PHEBE  HUBBARD  (bom  July  14,  1799;  died  February  28,  I836).  They 
had  children:

Jarvis)  was  born  November  27,  X800;  died  February  24,  1826. 

He  was  educated  at  Harvard  University,  graduated  in* 1821 
took  his  medical  degree  in  1824,  and  s^tSed  as  a  physician 
xn  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts.  He  was  a  most  worthy,  promising 
young  man,  'one  who  did  not  need  the  smart  of  folly  to  make  him 
wise,  nor  the  sting  of  guilt  to  make  him  virtuous.'  Greatly 
beloved  oy  those  who  knew  his-  worth,  and  with  his  excellent  and 
thorough  medical  preparation,  he  would  have  been  a  useful  and 
honored  member  of  his  profession,  but  a  fatal  disease  fell  upon 
his  young  life,  and  with  beautiful  and  manly  resignation  he 
turned  back  from  his  prospects  of  success,  and  died  in  1826 
in  the -twenty-sixth  year  of  his  age." 

* 

Dr.  EDWARD  JARVIS  (son  of  Deacon  Francis  and  Millicent  Hosmer 
Jarvis)  was  bom  January  9,  1803;  died  October  3,  1884.  On 
January  9,  1834,  he  married  ALMIRA  HUNT  of  Dorchester,  Massachu¬ 
setts  (died  November  2,  1884).  They  are  both  buried  in  one  grave 
in  Concord,  Massachusetts.  The  Reverend  George  W.  Hosmer,  writ¬ 
ing  of  him  in  1879,  says:  he  was  then  a  resident  of  "Boston, 
in  the  Dorchester  district  ...  It  is  a  privilege  to  portray  a 
fine  person,  to  describe  a  noble  character. 

Doctor  Jarvis  had  his  earliest  education  in  that  good  home  (of 
Deacon  Francis  and  Millicent  H.  Jarvis),  so  full  of  love  and 
wisdom,  and  then  he  went  to  the  public  schools  of  Concord,  which 
have  always  been  excellent.  I  think  he  read  more  books  than 
most  boys,  and  that  he  saw  a  better  life  about  him  than  many 
boys  ever  know  or  experience. 


"Seventy  years  ago,  enterprise  in  this  country  was  greatly 
quickened  in  the  direction  of  woolen  manufactures.  Merino 
sheep  were  imported,  and  superior  clothes  began  to  be  made. 

Many  young  men  turned  their  attention  to  the  manufacture  of 
woolens,  and  young  Jarvis  among  the  rest.  He  became  an  appren¬ 
tice  in  a  famous  establishment.  Rock  Bottom  in  Stow,  and,  for 
a  year  or  two,  was  looking  forward  to  that  kind  of  service  as 
life-work;  but  a  change  of  purpose  came  over  him,  and  he 
preferred  to  cultivate  his  mental  rather  than  his  physical  or¬ 
ganization.  .He  was,  therefor,  prepared  for  college  at  Westford 
Academy,  and  entered  Harvard  in  1822.  In  college  he  was  known 
as  a  genial  friend,  as  a  young  man  of  ability  and  of  decided 
principles.  He  was  a  good  general  scholar,  but  not  ambitious 
of  college  rank,  and  he  studied  and  read  much  more  widely  than 
the  prescribed  course.  An  incident  occurred  to  reveal  his  high 
moral  sense.  There  were  funds  then,  though  small  compared  with 
the  large  and  numerous  foundations  now  at  Harvard,  for  students 
in  need  of  pecuniary  aid.  Applications  were  made  for  help,  and 
thei e  were  more  applicants  than  funds.  Young  Jarvis  had  no 
thought  of  applying,  but,  by  some  mistake,  he  was  put  upon  the 
list  of  beneficiaries,  and  money  was  sent  to  him.  Many  a  father. 
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as  'well  off  as  Deacon  Jarvis,  sought  for  the  privilege  of  these 
funds  and  received  it,  but  young  Jarvis  at  once  referred  to  his 
father,  and  the  money  was  returned.  In  all  college  incidental 
expenses,  the  father  counselled  economy,  but  was  careful  to  say 
to  his  son,  ’Never  fail  to  do  your  honest  part. ’ 


”1“  1825,  when  young  Jarvis  was  in  his  senior  year,  his  roommate. 
Who  was  of  a  wealthy  family,  desired  to  have  a  carpet  on  the 
floor  of  their  room,  and  offered  to  pay  the  whole  cost.  Thi<? 
was  a  rare  college  luxury  in  those  days.  There  were  not  a  half 
ozen  m  all  the  rooms  of  the  class.  Jarvis  wrote  'to  his  father 
stating  the  generous  proposition  of  his  associate.  His  father  ’ 
at  once  wrote  back:  ‘I  ought  not  to  afford  to  give  you  a  carpet, 
ut  I  would  not  have  you  tread  on  a  carpet  that  you  did  not  pay 
ior,  nor  would  I  prevent  your  room-mate  from  having  his  comfort. 
You  must,  therefore,  have  the  carpet,  and  you  pay  one-half  the 
cost.  And  thus  the  wise  father  trained  his  sons  to  honorable 
independence  and  manliness.  Jarvis  was  greatly  respected  in  the 
class,  and  at  the  end  of  college  life  was  made  Class  Secretary. 

He  was  graduated  in  1826,  and  still  holds  the  office  in  I878. 


He  taught  the  Centre  Grammar  School  in  Concord  for  one  year 
showing  thereby  that  ’e  prophet  may  have  honor,  even  in  his  ’ 

own  country. '  He  was  faithful,  and  he  and  his  school  had  a 
profitable  and  happy  year. 


Then  came  the  study  of  medicine,  although  at  one  time  he  had 
serious  thoughts  of  entering  the  ministry,  but  this  was  given 
up  from  an  impediment  in  his  speech.  He  now  turned  to  the  study 
o  medicine,  with  an  enthusiasm  and  determination  to  be  useful. 

e  applied  himself  to  his  books,  studied  very  hard,  and  enjoyed 
the  best  medical  opportunities  in  the  country.  He  became  an 
adept  m  botany  and  chemistry,  and,  in  1830,  took  his  degree, 
at  Harvard,  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  settled,  as  a  physician 
in  Northfield,  Massachusetts.  However  busy  in'his  prof ess ion' he 
always  found  time  for  study.  No  plant  or  flower  on  the  mountain 
or  in  the  meadow  escaped  his  eye.  He  also  made  himself  familiar 
with  physiology,  lectured  upon  it,  and  afterwards  published  a 
text  book  for  schools  and  academies  —  Practical  Physiology  (18U7' 
an  imary  Physiology  (1848).  He  also  wrote  two  manuscript 
Histories  of  Concord  and  an  autobiography  of  3^8  pages  in  manu¬ 
script,  which  is  in  the  Harvard  College  Library. 


"Af^e3\,ab0Ut  tW°  years  in  Northfield,  Dr.  Jarvis  removed  to  Con¬ 
cord,  Massachusetts,  for  a  better  and  more  useful  field  and 

uhere,  besides  attending  to  his  practice,  he  earnestly  pursued 
is  studies,  pushing  his  inquiries  toward  every  helpful  service 
o  the  town  in  all  its  social  and  educational  interests;  but 
still  a  larger  field  was  wanted,  and  after  four  and  a  half  years 
m  Concord,  Dr.  Jarvis  removed  to  Louisville,  Kentucky.  In  1834 
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he  married  Mias  Almira  Bint  of  Concord,  and  in  1837,  they  set 
their  faces  toward  what  was  then  tJjp'Far  West,  and  never  did  a 
young  husband  and  wife  go  West  wiutrm  purer  purpose  to  do  good. 

Five  years  were  spent  in  Louisville,  with  indifferent  financial 
success,  but  with  much  study  and  earnest  devotion  to  all  humane 
interests*  When  the  new  Medical  College  was  established  in 
1842,  in  Louisville,  Dr.  Jarvis  was  appointed  Professor  of 
Material  Medica;  but  Kentucky  was  not  congenial,  and  the  husband 

and  wife  returned  to  their  Hew  England  home.  -X 

* -  -  *  •  — -  - 

In  1843,  Dr*  Jarvis  settled  in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts.  And  here 
it  was  but  a  repetition  of  his  life  in  Louisville,  but  it  was  at 
this  time  that  Dr.  Jarvis  gave  his  attention  to  insanity  ^nr|  vital 
statistics.  He  wrote  elaborate  articles,  worked  with  the  eminent 
physicians  of  Boston,  and  with  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  for 
provisions  for  the  insane,  and  for  the  establishment  of 
State  boards  of  health  and  of  charities.  For  many  years,  he  made 
his  house  a  home  for  insane  persons,  bestowing  upon  them  bene¬ 
volent  watchfulness  and  skilled  care,  which  neither  in  their  homes 
nor  in  the  public  hospital  they  could  enjoy.  Distinguished  men 
and  women  were  inmates  of  his  House  of  Mercy. 

'All  this  varied  work  made  Dr.  Jarvis  known  in  Massachusetts 
throughout  Hew  England.  Then,  in  1865,  a  call  came  to  him  from 
our  Government  at  Washington,  to  work  up  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  census  of  i860  into  tabular  form,  in  order  to  a  greater 
usefulness  among  the  people.  This  was  a  result  of  his  study  of 
the  census  of  1840,  in  which  he  found  many  errors  in  regard  to 
insanity  among  Negroes.  Such  he  attributed  "to  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  the  takers.  Although  Congress  did  not  correct  the 
enumeration,  his  name  was  brought  into  prominence,  and  heTwas 
beseiged  by  many  inquiries  about  the  1850  census.  He  wrote  many 
pages  in  answer  to  these. 

"He  was  strongly  urged  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  go 
to  Washington,  take  up  the  entire  charge  of  the  remaining  work 
of  the  census  (of  i860)  and  write  the  final  report  of  the  mor¬ 
tality,  but  he  had  no  desire  for  office,  and  was  unwilling  to 
leave  his  home  and  live  in  Washington.  He  was  then  requested 
to  do  the  work  in  Dorchester,  with  the  aid  of  as  many  female 
clerks  as  he  might  find  necessary.  For  this  purpose^*  Hie  organized 
a  band  of  educated  young  women,  taken  from  the  high  schools  ih 
Dorchester  and  Boston.  Under  his  supervision,  a  large  and 'diffi¬ 
cult  work,  involving  abstruse  mathematics,  was  done  at  a  very 
little  expense  to  the  government,  and  which  was  of  signal  benefit 
to  the  country. 

In  i860.  Dr.  Jarvis  visited  Europe.  He  was  a  delegate  from  the 
American  Statistical  Association  to  the  Fourth  International 
Statistical  Congress,  in  London  •  •  -  He  was  surprised  to  find  that 
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his  name  had  gone  before  him,  and  that  the  most  flattering  atten¬ 
tions  awaited  him  ...  in  England  and  on  the  Continent.  Indeed, 
today.  Dr.  Jarvis  is  better  known  in  Europe  than  in  this  country, 
as  there  vital  statistics  is  a  science,  while  here  they  are  just 
beginning  to  claim  attention.  For  years.  Dr.  Jarvis  has  done 
a  large  service  by  sending  reports  of  our  cities,  states  and 
country  to  state  officers  of  Europe,  receiving  from  them,  in 
return,  their  Statistical  Histories.  These  elaborate  documents 
he  has  used  in  his  writings,  collecting  one  of  the  best  statistical 
libraries  in  this  country,  most  of  which  he  gave  to  the  American 
Statistical  Association. 

In  1854  Jarvis  was  appointed  member  of  a  commission  to  inquire 
into  the  number  and  condition  of  the  insane  and  idiots  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  the  necessity  for  new  insane  asylums.  He  made  a 
thorough  survey  and  prepared  a  six-hundred  page  report  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  an  appropriation  for  a  new  hospital. 

"From  all  these  outward  activities,  professional,  statistical, 
and  philanthropic,  showing  the  ability  and  extended  information 
of  Dr.  Jarvis,  it  is  a  pleasing  task  to  turn  to  his  inner  life, 
a  man  so  eminently  conscientious,  perhaps  scrupulous.  Like  his 
father,  he  laid  down  a  line  of  duty,  and  followed  it  to  the 
letter .  In  giving  in  his  property  to  the  assessors,  he  would 
count  the  change  in  his  pocket  .  So  great  is  the  confidence  in 
his  integrity,  and  an  eminent  judge,  obliged  by  ill  health  to 
leave  this  country  for  two  years,  asked  the  doctor,  as  a  great 
favor,  to  hold  his  money  and  securities  during  his  absence. 

Quite  unwillingly  he  consented,  for  he  was  jealous  of  business, 
lest  it  should  trench  upon  his  intellectual  pursuits;  still, 
for  many  of  the  poor  and  inexperienced,  he  took  charge  of  their 
little  all,  with  a  sharp  watch  for  their  interests.  Truthful, 
careful,  and  strictly  honest,  his  word  was  as  good  as  his  bond. 

"The  doctor  was  sometimes  a  keen  censor,  but  'faithful  are  the 
wounds  of  a  friend. '  If  he  exposed  weakness  or  guilt,  a  real 
friendliness  was  the  spring  of  what  he  did;  indeed,  there  was 
an  unusually  large  beneficience  in  his  life,  in  public  relations 
as  well  as  in  private  friendships.  He  has  lived  to  do  good. 

There  is  a  loving  kindness  in  his  writings  on  intemperance, 
idleness,  poverty,  and  insanity.  His  heart  bleeds  while  he 
lays  bare  the  consequences  of  wrongdoing.  Sometimes  there  is 
a  beautiful  tenderness,  very  close  to  his  sharp  discrimination. 


"The  religious  opinions  of  Dr.  Jarvis  are  clear  and  strong.  He 
believes  in  one  God,  and  in  Jesus  Christ  whom  He  hath  sent  to 
be  the  Light  of  the  World;  that  we  are  children  of  God,  heirs 
of  immortality,  and  subjects  of  righteous  retribution  here  and 
hereafter,  for  ever.  And  his  faith  is  in  his  heart,  and  out  of 
it  are  the  issues  of  life. 
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"Though  the  doctor  and  his  wife  have  no  children,  still  their 
hearts  possess  the  freshness  of  youth.  They  love  and  are  beloved 
and  their  simple,  pleasant,  and  cheerful  home  is  the  resort  of 
troops  of  friends.  Their  work  of  life  is  nearly  done,  and  they 

make  ready  and  wait,  amidst  the  evening  shadows,  for  the  morninp- 
of  another  day. 

"Besides  the  important  works  above  mentioned,  the  others  which 
space  will  not  permit  to  enumerate,  the  doctor  has  written  over 

eighty  articles  for  the  various  medical  reviews  and  magazines 
in  this  country. 

"The  subjects  upon  which  the  doctor  felt  so  great  an  interest 
were  those  upon  which  he  treated  and  wrote,  and  in  publishing 
his  Essays,  he  sought  the  channels  through  which  he  could  best 
reach  those  whom  he  wanted  to  interest  and  persuade." 


STEPHEN  JARVIS  (son  of  Deacon  Francis  and  Millicent  Hosraer  Jarvis) 
was  born  April  27,  1806;  died  June  13,  1855.  "He  was  an  ener¬ 
getic  and  enterprising  youth,  went  to  sea,  rose  early  to  be 
master  of  a  ship,  and  was  successful,  but  lameness,  from  a  fall 
on  his  vessel,  compelled  him  to  leave  the  sea,  when  he  joined 
his  brother,  Nathan,  in  the  wholesale  drug  business  in  New 
Orleans.  On  August  21,  1838,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  he 
married  LIDIA  GR0FT0N  PRESCOTT.  They  had  a  daughter: 

Melicent,  b.  February  1,  1844. 

NATHAN  JARVIS  (son  of  Deacon  Francis  and  Millicent  Hosmer  Jarvis) 
was  born  August  8,  1808  in  "Concord,  Massachusetts.  He  learned 
his  business  in  Boston,  and,  for  many  years,  was  an  extensive 
and  successful  (wholesale  drug)  merchant  in  New  Orleans.  He  was 
distinguished  for  integrity  and  enterprise."  He  died  on  January 
16,  1851,  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  from  injuries  received  in 
the  explosion  of  the  S.S.  Anglo-Norman  in  the  Mississippi  River. 

On  February  4,  1845,  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  he  married 
ELLEN  ALVAREZ  CHINN  (born  January  16,  1822;  died  April  24,  1900, 
in  Ellicott  City,  Maryland),  daughter  of  the  Honorable  Richard  * 
Henry  and  Elizabeth  Moore  Holmes  Chinn.  (See  page  273).  They

MELISSA  MAURICE  JARVIS  (daughter  of  Nathan  and  Ellen  Alvarez- 
Chinn  Jarvis)  was  born  December  13,  1845,  in  New  Orleans, 
Louisiana;  died  April  25,  1918,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  She 
married,  first,  April  20,  1864,  at  Cabell’s  Dale,  Boone  County, 
Missouri,  Dr.  WILLIAM  B.  JEWELL  (born  August  22,  1844;  died 
May  26,  1865),  son  of  Thomas  B.  and  Ann  Eliza  Jewell.

This  account  of  the  descendants  of  Rawleigh  and  Esther  Ball  Chinn 
is  admittedly  fragmentary.  This  is  a  field  for  some  interested 
descendant  of  this  branch  to  work  out  the  complete  family  lines  and 
publish.  It  is  certainly  a  worthy  branch  of  the  family  and  deserves 
more  comprehensive  treatment  than  can  be  given  here.  The  data  on 
the  descendants  of  Charles  Chinn  is  more  complete  based  chiefly  on 
family  papers  and  correspondence. 

JOSEPH  CHINN  (son  of  Rawleigh  and  Esther  Ball  Chinn)  will  dated 
June  1,  1771 ;  recorded  May  19,  1774.  He  inherited  his  father’s 
manor  plantation  of  30  acres,  Lancaster  County,  Virginia,  and 
also  500  acres  in  Prince  William  County,  Virginia,  of  a  tract 
of  3, 300  acres.  They  were  included  in  Loudoun  County  after 
1757*  la  1763  he  sold  to  Colonel  Levin  Powell  500  acres  of 
his  Loudoun  County  lands  and  on  part  of  this  land  Powell,  in 
1782,  laid  out  the  Town  of  Middleburg,  Virginia.  The  Powells 
and  Chinns  fell  out  in  l8ll  over  their  dividing  lines.  The 
matter  was  compromised  in  court  in  Leesburg,  Virginia,  April 
7,  1814.  Rawleigh  Chinn,  grandson  and  namesake  of  the  patentee, 
proceeded  about  l8l4  to  build  "Mt.  Recovery"  which  was  burned 
before  the  Civil  War  and  rebuilt.  Burr  Powell,  the  other  liti¬ 
gant,  built  "Mt.  Defiance.  There  needs  to  be  a  full  and  thorough 
study  of  the  papers  of  this  case,  Powell  vs.  Chinn,  in  the  Loudoun 
County  Circuit  Court  records.

General  McCausland  came  to  the  United 
States  about  eight  years  after  the  Revolution  and,  Indian 
difficulties  breaking  out  in  the  Northwest,  he  volunteered 
under  Anthony  Wayne  and  fought  throughout  that  trying  cam¬ 
paign.  On  its  termination,  he  descended  the  Mississippi 
River  to  where  is  now  the  State  of  Louisiana.  At  the 
taking  of  the  town,  Baton  Rouge,  then  but  newly  founded. 
Captain  McCausland,  at  the  head  of  his  volunteer  command 
(picked  of  100  men)  was  foremost  in  the  fight,  his  cool 
daring  and  intrepid  bravery  winning  the  confidence  and 
devotion  not  only  of  his  command,  but  of  the  entire  coun¬ 
try  as  well.  Subsequently,  he  received  the  appointment 
of  Brigadier  General  and  with  a  picked  force  of  1,000 
volunteers  held  the  pass  Chef  Mountain  below  New  Orleans 
under  Andrew  Jackson  in  the  famous  battle  that  marked  the 
War  of  1812. 

After  Louisiana  became  a  State,  General  McCausland  served 
for  years  in  the  Legislature,  declining  with  native 
modesty  higher  offices  which,  as  a  devoted  adherent  of 
the  staunch  Whig  Party  he  was  often  solicited  and  upon 
which  numerous  friends  and  admirers  believed  he  would 
have  conferred  honor.

WILLIAM  TELL  COLEMAN  (son  of  Napoleon  Boneparte  and  Syn- 
thia  Davis  Chinn  Coleman)  was  born  February  29,  1824, 
near  Cynthiana,  Harrison  County,  Kentucky;  died  November 
22,  1893,  in  San  Francisco,  California.

His  father  died  a  bankrupt,  and  William  T.  had  to  work  for. 
the  support  of  the  family.  At  fifteen  years  of  age  he  had 
a  chance  to  use  his  $200.00  colt  money.  He  gave  $150.00 
to  his  two  sisters,  keeping  only  $50.00  for  himself.  His 
Uncle  Marcus  Aurelius  Chinn,  Chief  Engineer  of  State  Rail¬ 
roads  of  Illinois,  offered  him  a  job  as  chainman.  He 
jumped  at  the  offer,  went  to  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  where 
he  was  employed.  The  collapse  of  the  state* 8  program  the 
following  year  threw  him  adrift.  At  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
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he  found  work  in  the  luinoer  trade,  leaving  two  years  later 
to  enter  St,  Louis  University  as  a  preparation  for  the 
career  of  a  lawyer.  He  used  $300.00  of  his  savings  try¬ 
ing  to  do  four  years  work  in  two,  broke  his  health  and, 
to  recuperate  from  threat  of  tuberculosis  went  down  the 
Mississippi  to  New  Orleans  and  then  over  to  Florida  seek¬ 
ing  a  salubrious  climate.”  He  was  young,  had  a  strong 
constitution,  and  in  1844  he  took  a  job  with  his  Uncle 
ihoraas  Chinn  at  West  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  as  overseer 
of  a  plantation.  By  and  by  he  felt  better,  than  ever. 
Coming  back  up  the  River  to  St.  Louis,  he  brushed  up 
on  lumber  and  persuaded  his  former  employers,  Messers 
Morrison  and  Boswell  to  send  him  to  Wisconsin  as  their 
agent,  where  they  owned  large  tracts  of  timber,  besides 
sawmills  at  the  great  falls  of  the  Wisconsin  River  in 
northern  Wisconsin.  Regaining  his  health  after  several 
years,  he  decided  on  an  overland  journey  to  California. 
With  his  brother  he  arrived  at  Sutter's  Mill,  August  4, 
1849,  and  at  once  engaged  in  the  buying  and  selling  of 
cattle,  making  also  a  venture  in  real  estate.  For  several 
months  he  kept  a  store  at  Placerville,  and 'later,  with  two 
partners,  at  Sacramento.  In  June  1850,  he  closed  the 
Sacramento  store  and,  with  one  of  his  partners,  started 
the  merchantizing  firm  of  William  T.  Coleman  and  Company 
in  San  Francisco.  In  1852  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  he 
married  CARRIE  M.  PAGE,  daughter  of  D.  D.  Page,  and 
thereafter  for  about  three  years  made  his  home  in  New 
York,  where  he  established  an  eastern  branch  of  his  firm. 
He  returned  to  San  Francisco  in  January  1856,  when  he 
started  a  line  of  ships  between  New  York  and  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  In  August  1858  then  again  became  a  resident  of 
New  York  City,  remaining  there  for  several  years.  In  the 
Civil  War,  he  was  in  sympathy  with  the  Federal  cause, 
serving  as  President  of  the  California  State  Vigilante 
Committees  of  1852  and  1856.  At  one  time  his  firm  is 
said  to  have  controlled  the  fruit  canning  industry  of 
California.  In  1886  his  house  failed  with  large  liabil¬ 
ities.  Through  a  temporary  adjustment  the  creditors  were 
paid  at  40 0  on  the  dollar,  but  Coleman  declared  that  he 
would  in  time  pay  everyone  in  full,  a  promise  he  fulfilled 
the  year  before  his  death.  He  died  in  San  Francisco, 
California,  November  22,  1893*  survived  by  his  widow  and 
two  sons:

BRANCH  OF  ABINGDON 


According  to  the  1957  edition  of  the  Encyclopaedia  Eritannica,  the 
municipal  horougn  of  Abingdon  is  located  in  Berkshire  where  the  Ock 
River,  draining  the  Vale  of  White  Horse,  flows  into  the  Thanes.  Its 
Abbey  was  founded  m  A.D.  675  by  Cissa,  one  of  the  subregulii  of 
Centwm.  One  of  the  earliest  charters  from  the  early  Saxons  confirm¬ 
ing  various  laws  and  privileges  to  the  Abbey  dates  before  A.D.  688 
from  King  Ceadvalla.  The  Danes  destroyed  it  during  the  reign  of 
Alfred,  but  it  was  restored  by  Edred.  In  1084  William  the  Conqueror 
celebrated  Easter  at  Abingdon  and  his  son,  Henry  I,  was  educated  at 
the  Abbey.  After  the  dissolution  of  1538  the  town  sank  into  decay 
and  .01  1555  Queen  Mary  granted  it  a  charter  as  a  free  borough  corporate 
with  a  Common  Council.  From  that  time  until  1885  it  had  the  right  to 
elect  one  burgess  to  Parliament.  It  had  an  extensive  wool  trade  and 

was  famed  for  its  weaving  and  clothing  manufacture  in  the  13th  and  l4th 
centuries. 


Today,  near  the  bridge  over  the  Thames  stands  the  Early  English  tower 
and  Perpendicular  spire  of  St.  Helen's  Church.  There  are  also  the  old 
buildings  of  the  grammar  school  (1563)  and  the  charity  called  Christ's 
Hospital  (1583).  The  area  of  the  borough  is  2.6  square  miles. 

For  a  fuller  account  of  the  environment  in  which  the  early  Braunche 
family  lived,  see  the  biographical  sketch  of  Sir  Thomas  Mason  (1503- 
1556)  in  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography,  v.12;  1909,  pp.1310-13, 
and  the  book  by  Arthur  E.  Preston  entitled  "Christ's  Hospital,  Abingdon: 
the  almshouse,  the  hall  and  the  portraits,"  1929,  Oxford  University 
Press.  Issued  by  the  Master  and  Governors  of  Christ's  Hospital,  Abingdon. 

Peter  Walne  has  extended  the  knowledge  of  the  Branch  family  line  in 
Abingdon  back  to  March  20,  1437/8  in  his  article,  "Branch  of  Abingdon: 
a  revision,"  in  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography,  v.67,  No.l: 
January  1959*  pp. 82-105 — from  Richard  Branch  ( c *1500-1944)  to  John  and 
Avis _ Braunche  (ante  1437/8  -  ante  1488).  The  line  is  as  follows:

Of  the  children  of  Richard  Branch,  Peter  Walne  says  that  the  first  seven 
appear  to  have  been  born  before  1538,  when  the  Register  of  St.  Helen's 
Catholic  Church  begins. 

The  oldest,  Thomas  Branch,  was  a  citizen  and  draper  of  London.  He  died 
in  1565  (will  probated  October  20,  1565).  He  married  Elizabeth  (whose 
maiden  name  may  have  been  North).  He  inherited  his  father's  property, 
which  was  distributed  during  his  father's  lifetime. 

The  second  son,  William,  from  whom  the  Virginia  branch  of  the  family 
descends,  was  buried  February  7>  l601/2.  On  May  30,  1558  he  was  burgess; 
in  1563-64,  1571-72,  1582-83  and  from  May  to  September  1588  he  served  as 
Mayor  of  Abingdon.  In  1593  he  was  a  Member  of  Parliament,  serving  from 
February  19  through  April  10,  1593*  In  1553  Christ  s  Hospital  succeeded 
the  Fraternity  of  the  Holy  Cross.  In  1558,  William  Branch  was  a  Gover¬ 
nor  of  Christ's  Hospital.  In  1572/3 ,  1574/5>  1581/2  and  1593/4  he  was 
a  Master  and  in  1595/6  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  same  Institution.  There 
are  documents  in  his  own  handwriting  preserved  today  in  the  Hall  of  the 
Hospital  at  Abingdon.  He  was. a  woolen  draper  by  trade.  He  was  willed 
by  his  brother,  Thomas,  the  Bull  Inn  in  Littlebury  Lane,  Abingdon. 

He  married,  first,  on  August  2,  1553,  Elizabeth  Waltham.  He  married, 
second,  Katherine  Jennings  (buried.  August  25,  1597  St.  Helen's  Church).

She  was  the  daughter  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  Branch,  D.D.  of  Richmond,  Va.,  and  of  Melissa  Jarvis  Branch 
of  New  Orleans.  She^  was  horn  on  Dec.  30,  1878,  in  Hamilton,  Virginia, 
and  in  1882  came  to  Maryland  when  her  father  was  called  to  the  ministry 

of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Ellicott  City  where  they  lived  in  the  manse 
on  Church  Road. 


Desiree  Branch  was  educated  at  Miss  Mary  Thompson's,  a  small  private 
school  on  Church  Road;  at  the  Girls"  Latin  School;  and  was  graduated 
from  Goucher  College,  Baltimore,  in  1900.  On  Dec.  15,  1904  she  was 
married  oy  her  father  to  Louis  Thomas  Clark,  local  farmer  and  attorney, 
and  the  young  couple  soon  established  themselves  at  Font  Hill,  one  of 
his  Howard  County  places,  where  all  11  of  their  children  were  born. 

Her  French  name  was  given  to  her  by  her  mother,  who  had  been  reared  in 
New  Orleans,  because  a  daughter  was  especially  desired  after  the  births 
of  several  older  brothers.  She  was  very  interested  in  her  family, 
church  and  missions,  and  in  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Her  Virginia  ancestry  traces  back  to  the  earliest  days  of  the  first 
colony  through  the  Branches,  Bells,  Balls,  Chinns,  Cary's,  Harrises, 
Harrisons,  and  Rolfes;  and  in  New  England  to  the  Hosmer,  Jarvis  and 
Holmes  families.

WILLIAM  WHORTON  COMAY  (son  of  Thomas  and  Nancy  Rector  Conway)  was 
born  March  18,  1793,  in  Tennessee^  died  November  9>  1827*  His 
record  is  as  follows:  Entered  the  U.  S.  Army  as  an  Ensign  in 
1812  was  promoted  to  2nd  Lieut,  in  1813.  Fought  at  Fort  Boyer, 
Mobile  Point  (Commanded  by  Capt.  Lawrence)  at  the  defeat  of  the 
British  Fleet  and  land  forces,  and  the  destruction  of  the  Commo¬ 
dore's  Vessel  in  l8l4.  Was  retained  in  the  Service  as  1st  Lieut, 
in  the  peace  Establishment.  Resigned  and  received  an  appointment 
in  the  Treasury  department  at  the  City  of  Washington  in  1817* 
Resigned  and  Emigrated  to  Missouri  in  l8l8.  Emigrated  to  Arkansas 
in  1820,  having  been  appointed  Receiver  of  Public  Moneys.  Resigned 
and  was  Elected  Delegate  to  Congress  in  1823.  Was  re-elected  in 
1825  and  1827,  by  large  majorities.  Was  unfortunately  mortally 
wounded  in  a  duel  with  Robert  Crittenden,  on  the  29th  October  and 
died  9th  November  1827*

The  information  in  quotation  marks  is  taken  from  an  undated  memorandum 
on  the  Rector  Family  apparently  from  the  recollections  of  a  member  of 
the  family  or  friend.  A  clue  to  its  date  is  given  by  the  statement  made 
in  reference  to  the  children  of  Ann  Rector  and  Thomas  Conway:  "They 
are  all  dead  except  Elias  N.  and  Frederick  R.  who  resides  in  Columbia, 
Mo.  Elias  N.  resides  in  Little  Rock,  Ark."  This  would  date  it  before 
December  l6,  18?^  and,  as  far  as  is  given,  after  March  3,  1855.  I 
would  presume  it  is  nearer  the  latter  date.

738  B.C.  Romulus  introduced  the  Roman  calendar,  a  year  of  304 
days,  divided  into  10  months  as  follows: 

1.  March 

2.  April 

3.  May 

4.  June 

5.  Quint ilis.  During  the  reign  of  Julius  Caesar  the  name 

of  this  month  was  changed  to  July. 

6.  Sextilis.  During  the  reign  of  Caesar  Augustus  the 

name  of  this  month  was  changed  to  August. 

7*  September 

8.  October 

9.  November 

10.  December 

Before  this  time  there  had  been  in  use  the  Egyptian  Calendar, 
followed  by  a  period  in  which  the  matter  of  the  calendar  was 
subject  to  decrees. 

713  B.C.  Numa  Porapilius  added  two  months,  January  and  February,  the 
year  beginning  at  the  winter  solstice.  This  year  consisted 
of  354  lunar  days  or  12  lunar  months,  to  which  an  additional 
day  was  added  every  two  or  three  years. 

46  B.C.  Julius  Caesar  decreed  that  46  B.C.  should  have  445  days; 

the  year  45  B.C.  to  begin  on  the  first  day  of  the  new  moon 
following  the  winter  solstice,  which  date  was  to  be  called 
January  1,  (45  B.C.) .  This  is  known  as  the  Julian  Calen¬ 
dar  (Old  Style).  Every  fourth  year  was  a  leap  year  (bisex- 
tile)  because  the  sixth  day  before  the  calends  of  March 
was  duplicated.  The  error  in  this  calendar  in  128  years 
amounts  to  one  day. 

Between  45  B.C.  and  March  36  B.C.  the  year  was  divided 
more  uniformly  than  at  present.  Commencing  with  March 
the. months  alternated  regularly  31  and  30  days,  excepting 
February,  which  contained  29  days  in  ordinary  years  and 
30  days  in  leap  years.  Leap  years  were  three  years  apart 
up  to  12  B.C.  and  were  then  omitted  until  A.D.  4.  The  Old 
Style  calendar  did  not  fall  into-  entire  disuse  until  about 
1800  and  is  even  today  in  current  use  by  the  Russian  Ortho¬ 
dox  Church. 

In  England,  from  the  7th  to  the  13th  Century  the  year  was 
reckoned  as  beginning  on  Christmas  Day  (December  25).  In 
the  12th  Century  the  Anglican  Church  began  the  year  on 
March  25,  and  this  practice  was  generally  adopted  in  the 
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14th  Century.  In  the  British  Dominions  (except  Scotland) 
(this  included  the  North  American  colonies)  the  Civil  Year 
Began  March  25  until  1751.  From  1752  and  in  that  year, 
the  Civil  Year  begins  January  1. 

From  the  12th  Century  to  1752  the  new  year  began  March  25 
(January  1  through  March  24  being  in  the  old  year).  About 
I67O  it  began  to  be  the  custom  to  hyphenate  the  old/new 
year  for  January  l/March  24.  March  was  reckoned  the  first 
month  of  the  year;  February  the  12th  month.

and  1900  had  29  days  O.S.  and  28  days  N.S.

Formation  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky  Counties 


In  the  Virginia  General  Assembly  of  1619  the  country  of  the  Colony 
was  divided  into  four  general  plantations  or  settlements,  the  chief 
towns  of  which  were  called  cities.  They  were: 

Plantation  of  the  City  of  Henrico 
Plantation  of  Charles  City 
Plantation  of  James  City 

Borough  (plantation)  of  Kecoughtan  -  (later  renamed 
Elizabeth  City) 

When  it  convened  at  the  Church  in  Jamestown  one  Friday,  July  30, 
l6l9>  ib  consisted  of  the  Governor,  six  Councilors  and  twenty-two 
Burgesses.  The  Burgesses  were  elected  by  the  people  -  two  from  each 
of  the  four  general  plantations  mentioned  above  and  from  the  seven 
particular  plantations  or  hundreds.  The  Hundreds  were: 

Martin’s  Brandon  (Captain  John  Martin's  Plantation) 

Smith's  Hundred 
Martin's  Hundred 
Argali's  Gift  (or  Town) 

Flower  deux  (or  Flower  dieu)  Hundred 
Captain  Lawne's  Plantation 
Captain  Ward's  Plantation 

This  administrative  division  of  Virginia  was  superceded  in  1634  by 
the  establishment,  in  its  stead,  of  eight  Counties,  namely:

In  the  Northern  Neck  and  closely  associated  with  these  original  shires 
or  Counties r  was  Northumberland  County.  This  settlement  was  organized 
in  November  l645  and. was  represented  in  the  House  of  Burgesses  in  1648. 
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The  formation  of  counties  chiefly  concerned  in  the  material  in  this 
hook  is  outlined  as  follows  from  three  of  these  "original  shires," 
namely:  Charles  River  County  on  the  York  River,  Henrico  County  on 
the  James  River,  and  Northumberland  County  in  the  Northern  Neck:
